W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 28. 
Mr. CONKLING presented a petition for 
the amendment of existing laws so a* to ena­ 
ble free banking on a gold basis. 
Referred to

The morning bour expired and the Fellate 
resumed the consideration of Hie resolution ot 
the Finance Committee. 
Mr. BAYARD addressed the Senate. 
He 
briefly reviewed the financial policy or the 
government and argued that the legal tender 
act was a war measure and should not be con­ 
tinued now in times of peace. 
The standard 
of values should be declared by basing all cur­ 
rency on a gold standard, and he had no doubt 
the people of this country would cheerfully 
make a sacrifice to deliver themselves from 
the evils of paper currency under which they 
had labored for the past twelve years. 
He 
argued that the path of duty, honesty and 
wisdom was that to resumption of specie pay­ 
ment at the earliest possible flay and quoted 
tho opinion of ex-Secretary McCulloch in fa­ 
vor of retiring legal tender notes. 
A re-issue 
of legal tender notes, he thought, was not on­ 
ly without warraul of law, but was against 
law. 
Mr. MORRILL of Vermont also addressed 
the Senate on finance and read jiortions of 
Bout well’s record from 
tho Congressional 
Globe of 1866 and ids first report as Secretary 
of the Treasury, committing himself to a spe­ 
cie 
paying policy. 
Ile culled 
attention 
to

demand 
for 
sjtecie 
payment, 
especially that 
of the National 
Board of Trade, recently in session at Balti­ 
more and commercial bodies elsewhere, and 
asked, if those men did not reflect the popular 
will, wiiat did ? 
He also denied the authority 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to issue the 
$14,000,000 reserve and said the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee [Sherman; bad taken 
the same view. 
Boulweil had spoken of our 
inability to return to specie payment now on 
account of the j)overty of tho country.

thought it out of place that a country build­ 
ing a jw)St office at New York to cost $6,000,- 
000 or $7,000,000, another at Chicago to cost

COMMUNICATION FROM THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
The SPEAKER presented tho following com­ 
munication from the Attorney-General: 
‘In answer to a resolution of the Assembly, 
of the 20th inst., the Attorney-General begs 
leave to reply that, in his opinion, the pro­ 
posed amendment to the constitution, lf it 
should become a jiart of the organic law of Hie 
State, would not limit the power of the Legis­ 
lature to provide for the construction of new 
work on the new canals, exeejit as it would 
limit the sources of revenue for the jiayment 
of the exj)en3e3 for such construction. 
The purpose of the proposed amendment 
seems to be to restrict the albication of the 
revenue from the canals simply to the cost of 
operating and maintaining them—paying the 
interest ou what is known as Hie canal debt, 
and providing for a sinking fund sufficient to 
discharge said debt in forty years. 
For this 
purjKise, and this alone, the revenue from the 
canals is to be applied; and no direct tax is 
allowed to be levied for canal purposes; no 
new work upon these canals which does not 
come within the definition of rejiair*, and no 
new canals can be authorized to tie construct­ 
ed and made a charge upon tho revenues of 
the present canals. 
In fine, tho expense of 
such work cannot be paid for from the reve­ 
nues of the existing canals, nor from a direct 
tax; but there is nothing in the amendment 
which would prevent such works from being 
paid for from any other sources of revenue 
belonging to the state, and available for such 
purposes. 
The term “ repairs” include* extraordinary 
as well a3 ordinary repairs, and would be 
properly chargeable upon the canal revenues. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

SEN A TE. 
Washington, Jan. 28. 
Mr. CONKl ING presented a petition for 
the amendment of existing laws so as to ena­ 
ble free banking on a gold basis. 
Referred to 
the Committee on Finance. 
The morning hour expired and the Seuate 
resumed the consideration of the resolution of 
the Finance Committee. 
Mr. BAYARD addressed the Senate. 
He 
briefly reviewed the financial poficv of the 
government and argued that the legal tender 
act was a war measure aud should not be con­ 
tinued now in times of peace. 
The standard 
of values should be declared by basiug all cur­ 
rency on a gold standard, and he had no doubt 
the people of this country would cheerfully 
make a sacrifice to deliver themselves from 
the evils of paper currency under which they 
had labored for the past twelve years. 
He 
argued that the path of duty, honesty and 
wisdom was that to resumption of specie pay­ 
ment at the earliest possible flay and quoted 
the opinion of ex-Secretary McCulloch in fa­ 
vor of retiring legal tender notes. 
A re-issue 
of legal tender notes, he thought, was not on­ 
ly without warraut of law, but was against 
law. 
Mr. MORRILL of Vermont also addressed 
the Senate on finance and read portions of 
Boutwell’s record from 
the Congressional 
Globe of 1866 and his first report as Secretary 
of the Treasury, committing himself to a spe­ 
cie paying policy. 
lie called attention 
to 
the 
general 
demand 
for 
specie 
payment, 
especially that of tho National 
Board of Trade, recently in session at Balti­ 
more and commercial bodies elsewhere, and 
asked, if those men did not reflect the popular 
will, what did ? 
He also denied the authority 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to issue the 
$44,000,000 reserve and said the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee (Sherman j had taken 
the same view. 
Boutwell had spoken of our 
inability to return to specie payment now on 
account of the poverty of the country. 
He 
thought it out of place that a country build­ 
ing a post office at New York to cost §6,000,- 
000 or $7,000,000, another at Chicago to cost 
§4,000,000 and another at Boston to cost 
§5,000,000 or $6,000,000, with railroads be­ 
ing built everywhere and every sign of pros­ 
perity, could set up the plea of poverty. 
Pending discussion at 4.30 P. M. the Senate 
went into executive session and after a few 
minutes tho doors were re-opened and the 
Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. HALE of Maine, from the Committee 
on Appropriations, reported a bill establishing 
life saving stations and appropriating §11,000 
therefor. 
Mr. PENDLETON of Rhode Island moved 
an amendment appropriating $1,600 for med­ 
als ordered previously to be presented to per­ 
sons who distinguished themselves in saving 
lives from the wreck of the steamer Metis. 
Adopted, and the bill passed. 
The House wont into Committee of the 
Whole, Kellogg of Connecticut in the chair, 
on the army appropriation bill. 
The bill ap­ 
propriates $28,449,916. 
Mr. WHEELER of New York, who had 
Ghargo of the bill, proceeded to explain the 
reductions made in comparison with the past 
year. 
Last year’s appropriation was a trifle 
over $31,000,000. 
The original estimates of 
the War Department for this bill were §34,- 
881,618, whiclt had been reduced by revisin_ 
the estimates and by the committee itself to 
the present figure, which amount he hoped 
would be still further reduced. 
Only one-half 
of the natural depreciation of the army was 
to be supplied by recruiting. 
The bill also 
provided for closing up appropriations for old 
claims in the Quartermaster and Commissary 
Departments. 
Mr. ALBRIGHT of Pennsylvania opposed 
the sweeping reduction oí the force of the 
army and the provision for the proper equip­ 
ment of what remains ti3 a fal3c and unwise 
economy. 
After further debate the commit 
tee rose. 
Mr. POTTER of New York presented a me­ 
morial of New York bankers and merchants 
against any further inflation of the currency 
Referred to the Committee on Banking aiid 
Currency. 
Mr. COX of New York offered a substitute 
for the hill introduced in the House by the 
Committee on Ways and Means fixing the 
status of an over issue of United States notes. 
Cox’s bill sets fortli that as that portion of the 
§44,000,000 reserve issued by the Treasury 
was so issued contrary to law and is therefore 
not legal tender, the Secretary of the Treasu­ 
ry be required to prepare immediately ou the 
adoption hereof a descriptive list of the num­ 
ber and denomination of the notes so issued, 
a copy of which, 
with a copy 
of 
this 
act, 
be sent to 
every 
national 
bank 
and 
lie 
published 
in 
one 
newspaper 
in every city in the United States con­ 
taining 20,000 inhabitants, such financial in­ 
stitutions to stamp all notes thu3 described 
which come into their possession with the 
words “ not legal tender;” such notes, how­ 
ever, to bo received at tho Treasury as usual. 
Referred to the Committee of the Whole. 
Mr. CHARLES O’NEIL of Pennsylvania 
presented a preamble and resolution of the 
Carpenters’ Company of Philadelphia, invitiu 
members of the House of Representatives of 
the United States to assemble in their hall on 
the 5th day of September next, that being the 
one hundredth anniversary of the mectin_ 
there of the first American Congress, and that 
such ceremonies take place as Congress in its 
wisdom shall deem best suited to the niemor 
able occasion. 
Referred to the Centennial 
Committee. 
The House then at 4 :30 P. M. took a recess 
until 7:30 P. M., the evening session to be for 
the consideration of the bill revising the 
statutes. 


Mr. ALVORD in the chair. 
A number of petitions were presented and 
referred. 


COMHUN!CATION FROM THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
The SPEAKER presented tho following com­ 
munication from the Attorney-General: 
“In answer to a resolution of the Assembly, 
of the 20th inst,, the Attorney-General begs 
leave to reply that, in his opinion, the pro­ 
posed amendment to the constitution, if it 
should become a part of the organic law of the 
State, would not limit the power of the Legis­ 
lature to provide for the construction of new 
work on the new canals, except as it would 
limit the sources of revenue for the payment 
of the expenses for such construction. 
The purpose of the proposed amendment 
seems to be to restrict the application of the 
revenue from the canals simply to the cost of 
operating and maintaining them—payiug the 
interest on what is known as the canal debt, 
and providiug for a sinking fund sufficient to 
discharge said debt in forty years. 
For this 
purpose, aud this alone, the revenue from the 
canals is to be applied; and no direct tax is 
allowed to be levied for canal purposes; no 
new work upon these canals which does not 
come within the definition of repairs, and no 
new canals can be authorized to be construct­ 
ed and made a charge upon the revenues of 
the present ^canals. 
In fine, the expense of 
such work cannot be paid for from the reve­ 
nues of the existing canals, nor from a direct 
tax; but there is nothing in the amendment 
which would prevent such work3 from being 
paid for from any other sources of reveuue 
belonging to the state, and available for such 
purposes. 
The term “ repairs” includes extraordinary 
as well as ordinary repairs, and would be 
properly chargeable upon the canal revenues. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr. JOHNSON iu the chair, amending act 
conferring additional powers upon the Metro­ 
politan Police relating to the inspection of 
steam boilers; also amending act in relation 
to the inspection of steam boilers, except in 
the Metropolitan district. 
Progressed. 
The Senate then went into executive session 
aud after some hours spent therein resumed 
legislative business. 
Mr. WOOD called up the resolution request­ 
ing our Senators and Representatives in Con­ 
gress to vote for and use their influence to 
secura the passage of the bill now before Con­ 
gress making provision for arming and equip- 
ingthe whole body of the militia of the United 
States. 
Mr. LORD inquired if the bill proposed to 
increase the appropriation. 
Mr. WOOD replied that §1,000,000 was not 
a vast sum to pay in equipping the militia of 
the whole state. 
He had not thought the 
resolution would lead to debate, and in order 
to permit of time for further examination, lie 
moved to lay it on 1 lie table. The motion was 
carried. 
The bill authorizing the payment of certain 
bonds of the city of New York was returned 
from the Assembly, pursuant to resolution. 
The bill was then reconsidered, and after be­ 
ing amended so as to provide that no bouds 
should be paid without the affirmative vote of 
three members of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment was passed. 
Mr. WOOD offered a resolution directing the 
State Commissioner in Lunacy to mako his 
annual report to the Legislature at as early a 
day as practicable. 
Carried. 
Adjourned until 11 A. M. to-morrow. 
ASSEMBLY. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 
The Senate sent for concurrence the concur­ 
rent resolutions proposing amendments to 
the Constitution, and, with the exception of 
Article 7, they were subsiituted for those in 
possession of the House, and ordered to a 
third reading.

T H E VOYAGE OF T H E CHINA. 


A nchoring a Steam er E igh t D a y » in 
M id-O cean. 
A passenger by the Pacific Mail steamship 
China, which arrived at San Francisco on 
the 15th instant, after a delay which caused 
a great deal of anxiety, has furnished the fol­ 
lowing narrative of the voyage to the Morning 
Call of that city: 
The steamship left Hong 
Kong on the 27th of November last. 
She 
touched at Yokohama, Japan, and left there 
on the 8th of December, at noon. 
She was 
very deeply laden, and proceeded on safely 
until December 19. 
At fifty minutes past four 
the eugine broke down and was stopped, 
latitude 30 degrees 14 minutes north, longi- 
tude 175 degrees 50 minutes west; the weaili 
er being nearly calm, the ship was for a while 
kept before the wind and finally laid to. 
The 
wheels were lashed, the tires banked, steam 
was blown oil and the machinery allowed 
time to cool, after which the cylinder head was 
raised, a thorough examination was made by 
Ojeda, the chief engineer, who reported that 
the thread of the screw by which the piston 
rod was screwed vertically into the piston had 
been torn away, and the injury could only be 
repaired by drilling a hole through the piston- 
rod and that portion of tho nut next above 
the cylinder, and by making and inserting 
in it a large iron key at right angles, thus firmly 
securing the rod to the piston. 
The true con­ 
dition of the damage haviDg been fully ascer­ 
tained, the chief engineer drew his working 
plans and figured the amount of time aud la­ 
bor necessary. 
Ho reported that eight days 
and nights would be required to fully effect the 
repairs, as many of the tooh necessary would 
have to be manufactured oil board. 
With 
these, and the spare tools usually furnished to 
steamers for use afloat, 270 cubic inches of 
iron were to lie drilled out and the gigantic 
size of the machinery rendered the task a for­ 
midable one to accomplish at sea. 
Tho tires 
in 
tho 
main 
boilers 
were extinguished 
and 
the 
vessel 
anchored 
to 
a 
patent drag, 
with a 
couple 
of hundred 
fathoms of cable attached, in which condition 
she lay to nearly eight days, drifting about 
nearly in a circle with variable winds, which 
at one time blew quite fresh from the east­ 
ward, and forced the steamer within 120 miles 
of Brooks’ Midway Island, where tiic Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company have erected build­ 
ings and keep a supply of coal and provisions, 
placed there as a port of refuge, for use in 
case of necessity. 
On the 27lli of December, 
just seven days and twenty-three hours, or one 
hour before promised, the giant beam bowed 
towards the east, the wheels turned over, and 
the China, then seventy-three miles northwest 
of the position in which she broke down, 
moved on towards California.

The De Clarino Institute Let I ii res­ 
id e prominence which oar institutions of 
learning are assuming is in no way more 
marked than in the course of lectures they are 
sustaining. 
All over tho country those private 
ichools arc introducing lectures as among the 
most available means of im parling knowledge 
and of exciting an interest in the more ad 
vanced methods of study. 
They are especial 
ly departing from the popular idea of a lecture 
merely as an entertainment, aud, are intro­ 
ducing topics requiring careful thought aud 
discrimination iu their hearers. 
One of the 
most striking courses of such lectures Is that 
maintained by a school almost at our doors, 
the DeGarmo Institute at Rhinebeck. 
There 
are to be six of them ; four have been deliver­ 
ed, and two are to come. 
Of Biose already 
delivered, three were by the Principal of the 
school, Mr. DeGarmo, anil one by Prof. E. F. 
Davis, leacher of languages. .The first three 
were on “Light,” and were illustrated through­ 
out with tho Drummond light and lantern. 
Some of the most wonderful revelations of 
science were exhibited upon the screen iii full 
view of the audience. 
In tlie first lecture the 
compound nature of light was illustrated, 
the now famous experiment of Newton’s was 
repeated with a beam of light, aud the colors 
of the rainbow were spread out a foot in 
width and three feet in length. ^ The illumina­ 
ting, heating and chemical power of a beam 
of light were pointed out. 
In the second lec­ 
ture the spectrum was spread out two feet and 
eight inches wide, and six feet long, in tho 
most brilliant colors, Hie phenomena of re­ 
fraction and reflection were shown, and Anally 
the iiolarization of light was exhibited with a 
piece of Iceland [spar. 
But the culmination 
of Interest was in the third lecture, when the 
startling facts of spectrum analysis were ex­ 
hibited upon the screen, in tile shape of mag­ 
nificent bands of red, orange, y ellow, green 
aud violet light, each starting from Hie com­ 
bustion of its peculiar metal, and springing 
up an inch in width ami nearly three feet in 
length. 
To add to this, tho reversal of the 
sodium line was accomplished, an I Hic black 
band sprang across the brilliant spectrum like 
magic. 
The connection^ all this with sun­ 
light aud starlight was shown, us well as its 
liearing upon the study of astronomy. 
The 
lecture closed with a most vehement protest 
against the charge of atheism and infidelity 
made against modern science. Tin* best part of 
these lectures arc theexperiiHonts so profusely 
given, and thejulditional fact Blat they/.wore 
delivered from uotcs tutti in tho instruction of 
the Senior Claw In the school, where, Bio ex­ 
perimenting is eDtere*1[lnto*nuich more exten­ 
sively than in the lectures. .The fourth lecture 
by Prof. Davis was a briufjlescriptlon' of the 
lower forms of marine life, and was illustrated 
with numerous drawings on the blackboard. 
These drawings were executed where all could 
see, and were well adapted to Illustrate the 
characters of the animals they represented. 
The Professor is evidently a scholar and an 
artist, or as some remarked, a •*d ia llist,” and 
with his brief, chaste descriptions of animala 
and skillful pictures on the boar,!, Ilia quaint 
humor, his sallies of wit and his calin, easy, 
selfqiossessed manners, is admirably calculat­ 
ed for scientific exposition. 
Some of his drol­ 
leries fairly convulsed the an hence with laugh­ 
ter, and left a good impression of his genial 
nature. 
We are heartily glad to see such ef­ 
forts, and where men like Tyndall and Proctor 
rannot be had, let men like our teachers ought 
to be undertake this work of popularizing 
scientific m atters.'A nd we lament a* earnestly 
as tho lecturers them salves the disposition to 
burl the anathema of the church at tho pursuit 
of science. 
Let science prove lier positions, 
and then aland manfully by lier gnus.

while we wish all due success to the lecturer*, 
and the schools they represent.

Hepworth is the.breeziest, healthiest, most 
solid lecturer who has this year stood on a 
Rondout platform. 
Of square, robust build, a 
most magnificent voice, whose powers the 
hall barely served to indicate, he gave a lec­ 
ture which, while eloquent in portions, was 
also homelike and thoroughly satisfying—one 
of the kind that please and at the same time 
add to the hearer’s stock of knowledge and 
common sense. 
The subject was “Our Ameri­ 
can Homes,” and the.lecture commenced with 
a brief reference to the place home has in our 
lives, and then treated of the relations married 
men and women bear to each other, commenc­ 
ing on an equality, but quite frequently rasp­ 
ing each other so as to make the relation 
almost unendurable. 
The lecturer strongly 
asserted the equality of the sexes, though their 
gifts were different, using the happy simile 
that he was unable to tell which side of a sil­ 
ver dollar was worth the most. 
Home was the 
only place where either was themselves, both 
man at his business and woman in her society 
life performing parts. 
To the formation of 
these home3 boys and girls were differently 
educated, and it was in the latter that the 
lecturer urg d more change in fitting them­ 
selves for married life.

lecture very closely we must award to the 
lecturer an exceedingly happy style of puttin 
things.

T h e D eG arm o I n s titu te E ectu rea. 
The prominence which our inslltntlona of 
learning are assuming is In no way more 
marked than in the course of lectures they are 
sustaining. 
All over the country these private 
schools arc introducing lectures as among the 
most available means of imparling knowledge 
and of exciting an interest In the more ad­ 
vanced methods of study. 
They are especial­ 
ly departing front the popular idea of a lecture 
merely as an entertainment, and, are intro­ 
ducing topics requiring careful thought uud 
discrimination iu their hearers. 
One of the 
most striking courses of such lectures Is that 
maintained by a school almost at our doors, 
the DeGarmo Institute at Rhlnebeck. 
There 
are to be six of them; four have been deliver­ 
ed, and two are to come. 
Of those already 
delivered, three were by the Principal of the 
school, Mr. DeGarmo, and'one by^Prof. E. F. 
Davis, teacher of languages. .The first three 
were ou “Light,” and were illustrated through­ 
out with tho Drummond light and lantern. 
Some of the most wonderful revelations of 
science were exhibited upon the screen iu full 
view of the audience. 
In the first lecture the 
compound nature of light was illustrated, 
the now famous experiment of Newton’s was 
repeated with a beam of light, and the colors 
of the rainbow were spread out a foot In 
width and three feet in length. ^T hc illumina­ 
ting, heating and chemical power of a beam 
of light were pointed out. 
In the second lec­ 
ture the spectrum was spread or.t two feet and 
eight inches wide, and six feet long, in tho 
most brilliant colors, the phenomena of re­ 
fraction and reflection were shown, and finally 
the polarization of light was exhibited with a 
piece of Iceland ;spar. 
But the culmination 
of interest was in the third liclure, when the 
startling facts of spectrum analysis were ex­ 
hibited upon the screen, in the shape of mag­ 
nificent bands of rod, orange, yellow, green 
and violet light, each starting from the com­ 
bustion of its peculiar metal, and springing 
up an inch in width and nearly three feet in 
length. 
To add to this, the reversal of the 
sodium line was accomplished, and the black 
band sprang across tho brilliant spectrum like 
magic. The connection.of all tltia with sun­ 
light aud starlight was shown, us well as its 
bearing upon the study or astronomy. 
The 
lecture closed with a mo3t vehement protest 
against the charge of atheism and infidelity 
made against modern science. The best part of 
these lectures are thejexperiments so profusely 
given, and thejuklilional fact that they ¿were 
delivered from uotcs nsed in tho instruction of 
tbe Senior Class in the school, where., the ex­ 
perimenting is entered^into'much moro exten­ 
sively than in the lectures. ,The fourth lecture 
by Prof. Davis was a brief’description* of the 
lower forms of marine life, and was illustrated 
with numerous drawings on the blackboard. 
These drawings were executed where all could 
see, and wore well adapted to illustrate the 
characters of the animals they represented.— 
The Professor is evidently a scholar and an 
artist, or as some remarked, a “ chalkist,” and 
with his brief, chaste descriptions of animals 
and skillful pictures on the board, hi3 quaint 
humor, his sallies of wit and his calm, easy, 
self-possessed manners, is admirably calculat­ 
ed for scientific exposition. 
Some of his drol­ 
leries fairly convulsed the audience with laugh­ 
ter, and left a good impression of his genial 
nature. 
We are heartily glad to see such ef­ 
forts, and where men like Tyndall and Proctor 
cannot be had, let men like our teachers ought 
to be undertake this work of popularizing 
scientific m atters.'A nd we lament as earnestly 
a3 tho lecturers themselves the disposition to 
hurl the anathema of the church at the pursuit 
of science. 
Let science prove her positious, 
and theu stand manfully by her guns. 
Mean­ 
while we wish all due success to tho lecturers, 
and tho schools they represent.

of Custer’s battles on the Yellowstone. The 
elaborate and deeply interesting letters of its 
special correspondent in the West gave the 
only complete account of the Farmers’ Move­ 
ment ever published in an Eastern paper.
